president away from the sent of gov­ 
ernment. 
The 
chief 
argument 
perhaps 
In 
favor of the government hu.vlng an 
out-of-town home for the chief exeen- 
tlve Is that Washington Is not a de­ 
sirable place of residence during tin* 
summer. 
With 
few exceptions, arid 
President w ilson Is one of these ex­ 
ceptions, presidents hove always found 
It necessary to get away from the cap* 
Ital 
during 
the 
summer 
months. 
President 
Wilson, 
through 
fnree 
of 
circumstances, has been compelled to 
spend practically the whole of every 
summer during tie* seven years he has 
been in office in 
the White 
House. 
What he would have done had not the 
war tied him down here no one would 
venture to say. 
All that Is to he 
is that he had stark to Ids Job regard­ 
less of the weather and some people 
are of the Opinion that he Is now pay­ 
ing far this devotion to duty. 


Where Others Went. 
For the most part presidents have, 
with the approach of the hot weather 
s e a so n , turned their faces toward tho 
Atlantic oc ean , 
drover Cleveland, it 
will he recalled, 
sp ent 
his summers 
af 
Buzzards 
Hay 
in 
Mu* snehusetts, 
not very far from 
where 
President 
Wilson Is planning to go this summer. 
The Cleveland** were 
introduced 
to 
the Buzzards Bay region by Joseph 
Jefferson, tin* actor, who had a sum­ 
mer home there and who e n t e r t a i n e d 
the president and Mrs. Cleveland dur­ 
ing the b et te r part of two Mummers 
before the president decided to pur­ 
c h a s e dray dallies. 
McKinley did not pl els a permanent 
M illine r home during Ids term of o f­ 
fice. though fie had planned, so it has 
been said, to purchase 
a 
plaee 
at 
Cape May mid doubtless would have 
carried out lids plan had he lived.
